This year most of the time and 
efforts of the members have been directed toward the 
filing of a petition for admittance into the Alpha Ep- 
silon Delta National Pre-Medical Honor Society. Of the 
advantages sought in seeking admission into AED, the 
main one is the promoting of higher scholarship among 
the members. The bi-annual campus blood drive spon- 
sored by the society, due to the consistent work of its 
co-chairmen, Edward Anibal and Lawrence Costanzo, 
again realized an outstanding success. In the two draw- 
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ings, over 300 pints of blood were received. A new proj- 
ect this year was the publishing of a scientific Journal, 
edited by Robert Pellegrine. Articles for the magazine 
were contributed by the members of the society. These 
works included such topics as Heart Disease, Salk Vac- 
cine, Cancer, and other subjects of interest. Besides 
these topical contributions, the magazine included 
Alumni News of the activities of graduates following a 
medical career, Book Reviews, Questionnaires and re- 
ports on society activities. Following through with his 
well rounded program offered to the Pre-Medical stu- 
dents on campus, president Frederick Burkle organized 
tours of Medical Schools, established a library of med- 
ical, dental and graduate school catalogues, a bulletin 
board for the posting of society news, and obtained in- 
teresting and informative medical films. Local doctors 
and dentists were secured to lecture to the members of 
the society, at least once each semester, on the various 
aspects of medicine.

WSSE, the campus radio station, completed its most 
successful year in 1959-60, continuing ever-forward in 
its progress toward becoming a first class station. 

The club started the year off with a bang, with over 
ten members returning early to broadcast a complete 
program schedule during Freshman Week. This was the 
earliest WSSE had ever been on the air and the station 
expanded its audience to include the entire Freshman 
class. 

Due to the efforts of Tom Miles, program director, 
a record number of students were given their own 
shows, and WSSE was on the air seven days a week, 
broadcasting over fifteen hours a day (except on week- 
ends). 

Variety was the by-word and WSSE provided every 
type of music to please each and every listener.

The installation of a professional tape deck and addi- 
tional new equipment were among the many technical 
improvements made. An additional transmitter was in- 
stalled in Ryan basement to increase WSSE’s signal to 
an all-time high. The control console, completely re- 
built last year, was again re-wired and re-designed to 
professional standards, making its operation more ver- 
satile. The console, although ‘home built,” can now 
compete with the best of professional equipment. 

With the acquisition of several contracts with major 
record companies, the LP library was more than dou- 
bled in size, and new cabinets to store them were built. 
The larger library helped provide the variety presented 
to its audience. 

As a public-service organization, WSSE has ranked 
high in its service to the student body of St. Michael’s 
College, and with the leadership exhibited by the pres- 
ent membership, should continue the all-important role 
of educating, informing, and entertaining all Michael- 
men.

Once again 
he displayed his versatile coaching ability by shaping the team into a 
small college powerhouse in New England. His 1951 football team 
was the only undefeated and untied team in New England and one of 
the two “‘un-un”’ small college teams in the nation. 

Besides his coaching wizardry, Michaelmen have other things to 
thank the “Doc” for, because it was he who supervised the building 
of our athletic field, and inaugurated new varsity sports. These include 
soccer, tennis, sailing, rifle, skiing, and golf. More thanks must be 
given to “Doc,” for it was through his concerted efforts that St. 
Michael’s became a member of the National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation, the Eastern Collegiate Athletic Conference, the Association 
of New England Colleges for Conferences on Athletics and the Na- 
tional Catholic Basketball Conference. 

Without a doubt, George ‘‘Doc”’ Jacobs is a well established insti- 
tution at St. Michael’s College. His name and prowess will undoubt- 
edly live on through the coming years to become a proud legend to 
all Michaelmen.

For many years the name of Jimmy Browne will be talked about 
with respect and admiration for his untiring spirit for competition 
and his burning zeal to win.

The St. Michael’s Purple Knights opened the season 
with a 69-54 defeat at the hands of Dartmouth at Han- 
over, New Hampshire, but came back strong to win the 
Northeast regional NCAA small college championship 
for the third consecutive year, while compiling a 13-9 
record. With the double ‘‘B” backcourt combination of 
Captain Jim Browne and Al Baldini, the Knights were 
guided by a pair of fine ball handlers and sure shooters. 
George Bazinet, the only senior besides Browne on the 
team, played very well in the Down East Tournament, 
but found it tough to break into the starting lineup. 
He never gave up trying and his spirit helped carry the 
Jacobmen all season. Sophomore Tony Belanger and 
Junior John Reddan were often called upon by Coach 
“Doc” Jacobs to take up the slack when the starters 
faltered. Reddan was “Johnny on the spot” in the final 
minutes of the Regional final against St. Anselm’s after 
Charlie Hart had fouled out. 

The Hilltoppers hosted Assumption, Norwich and 
St. Anselm’s in their third annual Christmas Tourna- 
ment at Barre, Vermont. Assumption became victorious 
by defeating St. Anselm’s in the semifinal game and St. 
Michael’s in the final. Felix Masterson was voted the 
Most Valuable Player as he scored 21 points in the 
final to lead the fast breaking Assumption team to vic- 
tory. Only Hank Knobloch with 28 points against Nor- 


wich, was a consistant scorer for St. Michael’s 

In State action, the Purple Knights copped all six 
games and the Vermont Conference crown, with only 
the final game, against Vermont, a 63-60 overtime vic- 
tory, causing any excitement. U.V.M. fell easily in the 
first game 74-61 as Al Wier and Jim Fitzgerald led the 
scoring with 23 and 21 respectively. A stunning 75-48 
victory over Assumption helped raise the spirit of the 
Michaelmen and helped us secure a bid to the NCAA 
tourney. Al Wier had 35 points and Charlie Hart took 
everything down but the backboards. Committing fouls 
spelled our downfall against St. Anselm’s and LeMoyne, 
while a great effort against Providence (51-64) was off- 
set by a slight rebounding lapse against Northeastern 
and Farleigh-Dickinson. The Knights then came back 
to play one of their best games of the year against 
N.Y.A.C. only to lose, 95-94, in the final seconds. This 
game set the Jacobmen for Tourney play, as they went 
on to be victorious. 

Faced with the loss of Captain Jim Browne and 
George Bazinet, Coach “‘Doc’’ Jacobs will have to find 
replacements, and these could come from Fred Cerrato 
or Hayes Stagner, of this year’s freshmen team, or 
transfer student Walt Bowman. Thus, with seven of 
nine lettermen returning, and a very fine freshmen team 
the future takes a promising outlook.
